We, the committee, recommend that thnis permigsion be granted, subject
to the following conditions:

1. That all bulldings and equipment shall be placed inside of the property
line, correot lines to be obtained before congtruction starts, or equipment
installed, Lines and grades to be obtalned from the Oity Zngineering Depart-
ment for entrances and driveways, bdbuillding plans to be approved by tbhe Oity
Building Inspector.

6. That "No Smoking" signs shall be displayed at all times, and no person
shall be permitted to smoke or have any open flame on premises where gasoline
is sold or stored. -

7. That there shall be kept in an accessible place at all times, a chemical
fire extinguisher, for emergency use.

8. That provision sball be made to take care of waste oils and water by
having the proper connections with storm or sanitary sewer. Qonnections to be
made under the supervision of the City Ingineering Department. That if a
complaint is filed on account of water running in ditch on 34th Street
originating at this filling station that the¢ nuisance be abated at the expenge
of the owner of the property on whioh the filling station is loocated.

9. That a plan of the filli station, showing the proposed location of
pumps, driveways, &and methods of draining eway waste water and oils shall be
filed ?1th and approved by the Qity Engineer before the commencement of con-
struction,

10, That permiseion shall be granted subject to the above conditions, and
the present and future rules and regulations and ordinances of the City of
Austin, Texas, applying to or regulating gasoline filling stations, and said
permission snall be held to be granted and accepted, subject to a1l necessary,
reaaonable and proper, present and future regulations and ordinances of the
City of Austin, Texas, in the enforcement of proper police, traffic and fire
